There is one thing every commander 
of a vessel, large or small, hopes and 
inwardly prays will never be his lot 
to contend with, and that is the grim 
Spectre disease, and when :ts presence 
appears in so malignant and hideous 
a form as the dreaded :—allpox, he 
and the company whose flag the ship 
pavus sent Wits, are ohiects of deeg and 
sincere sympathy. 

There are no weapons fashionéd to

And the way the news hunts up ee] 
editor is also pleasant to. contem- 
late. 

“There is something strange about: 
the. way the news_items act. When 
the paper is out the editor “simply 
goes to his desk and leans. back. in 
his easy chair. and: looks wise and 
waits for next week’s press day. The 
day before ,press day the people line 
up in front of the office, door and 
then they file past the desk and tell. 
him all the news of the week. He 
writes it up in fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, takes it back and hangs it on.a 
hook. The compositors take the copy 
and shake it over the type cases, say 
a few mystic words, the type flies 
into place, and after a few passes. by 
the foreman the forms are ready for 
the press again. And the editor goea 
down and deposits some more money 
in the bank., It is thé greatest snap 
‘in the catalogue. Now, if the editor 
could only do away with press day 
his job would be complete.

‘! symbélism, For hundreds of years it: 
has. kept.its motionless watch in the 
desert, striking a chill into the hearts 
of all who see it. It seemed a great 
mocking thing of stone. set up to 
teach man the lesson-of his own im- 
potence and fraility, mocking at the 
fruitless efforts of* puny mortals to 
read ite secret, certain in the knowl. 
edge that it was safe. And now the 
man is with ua who claims to have 
accomplished’ what all his precursors 
thtoug hous the centuries have failed 
to do—to have read the riddle of the 
ae: The. archaeologists of to-day, 
course, claim that Professor Reis- 
ner’s solution is just what they 
themselves expected, nothing .start- 
ling,’ nothing. particularly original;

Professor Reisner has. discovered the 
statue -of the builder of the Third 
Pyramid’ which also owes its origin to 
the fourth dynasty, and his head- 
dres? is in every respect similar to 
that of the Sphinx. : Since this par- 
ticulur form of head-dress does not 
appear anywhere else, the two ob- 
viously synchronise. Thus it is prove 
ed that the Sphinx is the effigy of 
Cephren, son of Cheops, who built

Here -he un- 
earthed the tombs of many of the 
sons and’ daughters of Cheops and 
other matters of interest, his chief 
work in this direction being the iden- 
tification of the royal cemetery of 
Cephren, near. the Second Pyramid. 
In 1906. and 1907 the excavation of 
the Pyramid Temple of. Mycerinua, 
was undertaken. Here was discover- 
‘ed a magnificent alabaster statue of 
Mycerinus, of which the head was 
outside the temple, so close to the

That 
their arrangements were businesslike 
may be inferred from the: testimony 
of Horace. He relates that when an 
author failed to please the metropolis 
the publishers shipped the entire edi 

tion of his works to the provinces, and 
if he still falled as a Writer they made 
atrangements to bring them back again 
and sell them as paper to the pnstry 
and spice shops. 

One great firm in Rome had over 
2.000 trained slave copyists, and their 
work was swift and cheap, for’ Mar- 
tial writes that they had ready an edi- 
tion of a thousand copies of his “Epi- 
grams” if just one hour, to be sold at 
10 cents: a copy. The, exceedingly 
large reading public which all this in

INDEXING BOOKS. 


The Custom Is an Old One That De- 
E veloped Rather Slowly. 

The custom of indexing books de- 
veloped gradually... Cicero used: the 
word “index,” but in the sense of a 
table of contents. Seneca provided 
some works which he sent to a ttiend 
with notes of particular passages, “so 
that he who only aimed at the usetul 
might be spared the trouble of exam- 
ining them entire.” This was-at least 


Annotated. or at least explanatury, 
tables of contents seem to ‘have pre- 
ceded the index proper. 
' Such ‘tables’ followed: the order of 
appearance of the subjects in. the 
book ‘itself. Alphabetical arrangement, 
which was the beginoing of the real’ 
index, appears not to have been 
thought of until the invention of priut- 
ing, and even then it ‘spread but 
slowly. Erasmus was one. uf the first 
to provide ‘his works With alphabetical 
indexes. The custum did not become 
universal until, well into the sixteenth 
century. | hy 

The first index to an English book is 
waid to that, printed in. Polydore 
Vergil’s *Angliae. Historiae,” in’ 1546
